Recently there was inaugurated a Canadian Authors’ Week dur- 
ing which the book-buying public were urged to buy the works of 
Canada’s own poets and authors. In all the larger centres of popu- 
lation the bookstores made splendid displays of the recent works of 
Canadian authors, while many of the more prominent clubs and or- 
@anizations arranged for addresses by well known Canadian writers, 
and the columns of the daily papers were devoted to reviews of Can- 
adian books of verse and prose. 

In recent years the output of books from the pens of Canada’s 
writers has enormously increased, The advance has been not only 
in quantity but quality, and today this Dominion can boast of some 
of the most widely read authors, not only in the world of fiction, but 
of poetry and more serious works. A study of the books offered for 
sale in one big store during this Canadian Authors’ Week proved a 
veritible revelation of the wealth of high-class reading produced by 
Canadians during the past two or three years. Last year far sur- 
aes any previous year both in quantity and quality of production, 
but even that record was broken this year. 

Unquestionably the institution of Canadian Authors’ Weel had 
the effect of directing the attention of thousands of Canadians to the 
work of their fellow citizens, and it undoubtedly has resulted in 
largely increased sales of Canadian written and made books, and a 
deeper interest in Canadian literature 

To all lovers of Canada this cannot be otherwise than most 
gratifying because it is a well recognized fact that the literature of 
a country plays a profound and lasting part in influencing the 
thought and national life of a people. 
and appreciate the influence which the literature of England has had 
on the national life, not only of England itself, but of the whole Eng- 
lishing-speaking world, and of all nations into whose language the 
works of the great English poets, dramatists, essayists and authors 
have been translated. 

The development of a high standard in literature is an indica: 
tion of the development of a-high standard in national life. A na- 
tion’s aspirations and its spirit finds expression through its poets and 
writers, All history reveals this truth. Equally so, the rising of a 
strong and true national spirit finds its reflection in the works of its 
writers, 

The steady improvement in Canadian literature is, therefore, a 
matter for Canadian pride and a beacon of hope for the Canada of 
the future. Our Canadian writers should receive all possible en 
couragement, and there can be no finer or more practical encourage 
ment than for Canadians to buy books written by Canadians and 
made in Canada. 
of their own, even a very humble and small one, is limited. But 
why should not every Canadian family establish the nucleus of 2 
library by buying one or more books by Canadian authors before 
this old year ends and adding to them month by month in the years 
tocomef And what better Christmas gift can a Canadian make to 
a fellow Canadian than to present him or her with a book by a 
Canadian author? 

The “Made in Canada” slogan can be overdone, and its use 
twisted to give seeming support to policies or articles of an inferior 
and undeserving character. Merely because an article is made in 
Canada is not a sufficient reason why Canadians should buy it in 
preference to other articles. It must have merit and it must be as 
reasonable in price as similar articles made elsewhere. But grant- 
ed that it has equal merit and is reasonable in price, the Canadian- 
made article should command the support of Canadians, 

Insofar as books by Canadian authors are concerned, they mect 
both these requirements, Furthermore, it is only Canadian writers 
who can truly and most sympathetically interpret Canada to Cana- 
dians. The writers of other countries cannot be expected to do this 
because they are lacking in that love for Canada which is essential to 
a true interpretation of Canadian thought, ideals and national 
aspirations. 

Therefore, be 100 per cent. Canadian by buying and. reading the 
works of our own Canadian writers, and become the proud posscssot 
of a choice selection of books by Canadian pocts and authors. ‘The 
number of volumes one can afford may not be large, but-tt can al 
ways be added to, and in a comparatively short time a really credit 
able little library will result.

Pies For 
The Holidays

To insure the family an especially 
good ple many housewlves are think- 
ing of making holiday ples at home 
this year. The beginner in the art of 
ple making should stick to plain ple 
crust. Puff paste {a rather dificult to 
make for the busy woman. 

Good ple crusts requires a pastry 


flour. The average bread flour 
does not make up into good ple 
crust because ft is rich in gluten. 


Gluten is both desirable and necessary 
in bread, but {it is undesirable in ple 
crust. 

For plain pastry sift a cup and a 
‘half of flour with one-fourth teaspoon- 
ful of salt and one-fourth teaspoonful 
of baking powder into a wooden chop- 
ping bowel. Mlour the blade of a 
chopping knife and chop one-third of 
a cup of shortening—this may be lard, 
butter, beef fat, or any of the vege- 
table fats or oils for sale under vari- 
ous*trade names—into the flour until 
ithe whole mass looks like fine meal. 
With a case knife or epatula, add ice 
water, @ little at a time to the flour 
mixture until a rather dry paste {a 
formed. 

Turn out on a board that bas been 
dusted with flour and roll out Ughtly 
into a triangular shape with a well- 
floured rolling pin. Handle lightly. 
Fold and roll lightly into the desired 
Bhape. 

There are recipes for 
mince meat, but most of them are ex- 
‘pensive, The following {s moderato 
in cost and highly satisfactory: 

Cook about two and a half pounds 
of round fiank or shoulder of beef in 
one and a half quarts of water (ill 
tender, saving the liquor. Chop or 
grind the meat very fine, belng care- 
ful to remove all gristle and {if the 
meat is very fat less suet may be used. 

To the meat add one pound of finely 
chopped suet with all membrane re- 
moved. Then add the following: 
Three pounds of raisins, stoned and 
cleaned, three pounds of currants, two 
and a half pounds of brown sugar, one 
and one-third cups molasses, three 
quarts of chopped apples, one quart of 
meat liquor, two level teaspoonfuls of 
salt, three level teaspoonfuls of cin- 
namon, two level teaspoonfuls of 
ground mace, two level teaspoonfuls 
of powdered cloves, the grated rind 
and juice of four lemons, one small

Cook slowly until the frult ie 
very tender. When done add one 
quart of sweet cider. Store in 


stone jars {mn a cool place. If not 
sufficiently moist just before using it 
in the ple, add a little more cider, 

For a pumpkin ple, enough to serve 
about six people, have one and a half 
cups of pumpkin pulp, to this add two- 
thirds of a cup of brown sugar, one 
Jevel teaspoon of cinnamon and half a 
teaspoonful of ginger, half a teaspoon- 
ful of salt, two beaten eggs, one and a 
half cups of milk and a half cup of 
cream. Mix well together and pour 
into a pie plate lined with plain paste. 
Do not use an upper crust. 

Bake in a moderate oven until the 
custard {s set and the crust brown, 
The oven must not be allowed to get 
hic hot, as this will give the custard 
‘a curdled appearance 

Squash ple or sweet potato ple may 
be made from the same recipe, sub- 
stituting for the pumpkin pulp. Even 
white potato ple is highly tc ceptable

‘Canada’s Problems 
Reviewed By Offcials 
Of Bank Of Montreal 


The addresses of the President -¢@ 
General Manager of the Bank of Moa 
treal, at the annual meeting of share 
holders of that institution, were the 
authoritative pronouncements of men 
of international standing in matters of 
finance, and as such they will un« 
doubtedly be followed with much in- 
terest both in this country and abroad, 
every year the addresses at this an- 
nual meeting are looked forward to 
with keen anticipation by merchants 
and manufacturers becausé of the 
comprehensive analysis that they pro- 
vide of financial conditions in Canada, 
and because they afford guidance in 
the general business policy to be fol- 
lowed during the coming year. 


Must Deal With Railway Situation 

In the view of Sir Vincent Meredith, 
the way to sustained improvement in 
trade is not yet clear, but that im- 
provement will be hastened when lab- 
or realizes “that war inflated wages 
cannot continue, and that more effl- 
ciency and greater production are ab- 
solutely necessary in order to bring 
prices down to a, level that will stimu: 
ilate consumption and thus provide in- 
{creased employment. His warning as

The Fur Trapper 


Loss of Lumber Small Compared to 
Trapper’s Loss 

Seldom does the casual observer or 
evon the interested individual for that 
matter, ever see those two highly {m- 
portant subjects discussed together. 

Much has been said and more has 
been written of the vast areas of tim- 
ber lands, falling prey to the flames. 
War easter to reduce the resultant loss 
of lumber, into dollars and cents, than 
to estimate with the faintest degree 
of accuracy the pecuniary loss in so 
tar as the fur bearers are concerned. 

That forest fires destroy wild life is 
unquestioned—but to what extent is a 
somewhat debatable question. Endow- 
ed with keen brains and active bodies, 
most of the wild folk, it would ap- 
pear, scurry before the onrush. of the 
flames—on occasion leaving their 
young to fight as best they may. 

To the experienced man of the 
woods, tho’action of certain wild crea- 
tures follows certain clearly defined 
lines, for instance, during a fire of 
finy consequence, such peculiarly gift- 
ed animals as the beaver and the rat, 
plunge to the bottom of the nearest 
stream or lake, and being root-eaters, 
have no difficulty in finding sufficient 
nourishment. The mink or otter too, 
fieek protection in the cool waters of a 
nearby stream and there find usualiy 
enough muskrat and fish to gunran- 
tee them against hunger. 


The Lazy Lizard 


Recent Arrival at London Zoo Has No 
Legs 

It {8 reported that there has just 
arrived at the London Zoological Gar- 
dens a creature which “looks like. a 
worm but really is q degraded lizard 
whose legs and ears,. have.. faded 
away.” 

This degraded lizard lives in the 
huge nests of the “sanba” ant, and 
when {it wishes to dine it simply puts 


out its tongue and licks up a few 
ants, 
That is no doubt a very easy way 


of getting a good dinner, but we have 
little doubt that the lizard has lost {ts 
legs: and become such a poor miser- 
able object through the lazy life it has 
led. 

Organs which are not used waste, 
and in time vanish like the legs of a 
whale; and the degraded lizard is a 
good example of the dangers of sloth. 
It would be a far prettier and happier 
lizard today {f it and {ts ancestors 
had had to run about and hunt for in- 
sects, as most respectable lizards do. 


Cheese and Butter Exports 


Increase of Over Three Million Pounds 
In 1921 

In the period.from May i-to Dec.:3 
Canada exported ‘to Britain and the 
continent 74,652 packages of butter 
of 56 pounds each. In the same ‘per- 
fod in 1920 the export was 13,079 
packages of the same weight, an in 
crease of nearly three and a half 
million pounds for 1921. The num- 
ber of boxes of cheese shipped during 
the same period was 1,429,386, an in- 
crease of 36,157 boxes. Total recelpts 
of butter at Montreal for the same 
perlod were 620,358 packages, against 
872,869 in 1920.

Canada’s Potato Crop 


Average this Year But In the 
Prairie Provinces Above 

Prince Edward Island is the only 
province in the east that had a good 
crop of potatoes this year, although 
{the prairie provinces all produced 
above the average for ten years, Sas- 
katchewan and Manitoba doing partt- 
eularly well. Quebec’s production 
was below the average. British Col- 
umbia’s yleld was below the average 
but exceeded that of last year. On- 
tarlo’s crop, both east and west, was 
not half of last year, but the northern 
districts showed up satisfactorily. 
Over the whole province, the yield 
was 103% bushels per acre against 152 
last year and an average of 119% for 
the years 1911 to 1921. These facts 
are taken from the Dominion Fruit 
Commissioner’s report, dated Noyem- 
ber, 1921. Excepting British Colum- 
bid, all the provinces report freedom 
from any serious disease. In British 
Columbla late blight seriously reduc- 
ed the shipping stock usually available 
from the lower mainland. The drought

Ontarlo and Nova Scotia, in the first 
named province, particularly. Re 
garding the market generally, the re- 
port says that as the digging senson 
progressed and the favorable weather 
continued, there was expectation of a 
larger crop than originally estimated 
and growers became optimistic. Ship- 
ments grew heavy, but the demand 
turned out unusually ght ,and prices 
jslumped accordingly. The total yield 
‘of potatoes from all Canada this year 
is placed at 110,895,000 bushels 
‘against 133,831,400 bushels in 1920. 
The average wholesale price for the 
entire Dominion is quoted at $1.55 per 
ewt., or about 98c per bushel.

French Will Build 
Aerial Lighthouse 


Will Be Visible For Distance Of 200 
Miles 

Preparations for night flying onthe 
airways of Europe are procedeing rap- 
idly. The French Air Ministry has 
just decided upon the erection of a 
new lighthouse that will exceed in 
candle-power and intensity anything 
that has yet been attempted in agrial 
or marine lighthouses, {trace 

Showing a flashing power of 1,000,- 
000,000 candles it will be visible from 
a distance of 200 miles, and will be 
the guiding light for night air ex- 
presses entering or leaving the Par- 
is aerodrome at Le Bourget from the 
south. The new lighthouse will’ be 
erected on Mount Africa, a hill top 
seven miles from Digon, rising to a 
height of 1,500 feet. 

On the London airways, seven 
aerial lighthouses are now in opera- 
tion or on the point of completion. 
The stretch of airway between the 
London alr station at Croydon and 
the coastal air junction at Lympne, is 
now illuminated by four lighthouses, 
flashing distinctive signals. They are 
80 arranged that an air express pilot 
proceeding either to or from London 
and the continent, will always be in 
Sight of one of them. In addition it 
is proposed to make alterations in the 
Vofne lightship which is moored in 
mid-Channel, so that ft will act as a 
guide not only to shipping passing it 
up and down the Channel, but also to 
Ni od tabae flying above it.

Desert Cactus Is Useful 


Many Things Are Made From Dif- 
ferent Species of Plant 

The huge cactus which grows in 
abundance on desert soil is being turn- 
ed to useful account today. 

The woody part of the trunk sup- 
plies material for table-legs, chairs, 
canes and veneering. The prickly 
spikes are made into toothpicks, need- 
les, and pins for mending leather. The 
pulp in the stem is cut into strips, and 
is’ stewed or fried for human food. 
Cheese is made from the fruits of 
some cactus plants, and the red juice 
is used to color ice creams and 
jellies. 

There are many different kinds of 
cactus, some growing to & height of 
sixty feet. Many of the different 
/Species bear fruit which is eaten raw 
lor when dried, and one particular part 
‘of the plant is often eaten by natives 
‘owing to its peculiar power of allay- 
ing both hunger and thirst, and act- 
ing as well as a powerful stimulant.
